"Flashes of a Thousand Roaring Huns 
Pierce Surrounding Mists"— tier- 
mans Resisting Most Desper- 
ately— Menln Has Fallen 
/ and Lille Is About to 
He Out Hanked. 

l^ndon, October 16— In fog and 
rain and mud the tremendous battle 
for Belgium Ib continuing desperate- 
ly, with the Allies gaining step by 
Btep on a 30-mlle front against the 
greatest resistance the enemy has yet 
made In the West. The finest troops 
of Belgium. Britain and France are 
fighting with grim determination and 
unyielding cournge through the ooze 
that sometimes reaches to their knees. 

The flashes of a thousand roaring 
guns pierce the mists, and the flames 
of villages set on fire by the ever-re- 
treating Germans are reflected by the 
walls of fog. Picked Allied troops, 
sent ahead to storm, almost lose 
their way in the mire. The wounded, 
as they are sent back to the rear, are 
coated with mud. 

Menlfl. a great railway Junction, 
five miles southeast of Courtrai. has 
fallen. Advance patrols are within a 
mile of Courtrai. Thourout, a vital 
transportation center, may fa^l any 
moment. 

Wire entanglements of eieraordl- 
nary depth have been encountered and 
passed, and innumerable "pill-boxes" 
reduced. More than 12,000 prisoners 
and more than 100 guns have been 
captured. The Germans are hurling 
great casses of men Into rear-guard 
actions. 

The capture of Thourout anil the 
advance upaon Courtrai leaves Lille 
outflanked from the north and the 
Germans will be forced out of that 
city In a short time The Allied troops 
now are but eleven miles from Bruges 
and twenty-five miles from Ghent. 

Reports that the Germans, hefore 
abandoning Roulers, removed Span- 
ish and America rations valued at $9.- 
000. have been confirmed by the civi- 
lians there. The latter guided the 
French soldiers to enemy mines which 
were laid by the Germans with the In- 
tention of destroying a large part of 
the town. A number of Germans hid- 
ing in the town were found and sent 
to prison camps.

With the American Army North- 
west of Verdun, October 16— In one of 
the most desperate bits of fight In;

Americans they have wiped out hun- 
dreds of Gorman machine gun nests, 
captured Hill 299. penetrated the 
strong wire defenses between I-un- 
dres-et-St. Georges and St. Georges, 
passing St. Juvin, and thus have wid- 
ened the breach in the famous Krlem- 
hilde line The Germans brought up 
fresh divisions to stop the Yankees. 
The method of the Americans was ta 
surround each objective, instead of 
making a direct attack, and then to 
close in.

Washington, October 16 — Billions of 
dollars to be appropriated for the 
army is the unmistakable notice the 
House of Representatives of the Unit- 
ed States will serve today on the 
crumbling German military autocracy 
that It has only begun to fight. 

It Is reported these estimates will 
total more than $9,000,000,000 In cash 
and contract authorizations, a stag- 
gering sum, exceeding the $8,000,000,- 
000 It is proposed to raise by taxation 
under the pending revenue bill, of the 
$6,000,000,000 Fourth Liberty loan. 
The sum of $9,000,000,000 Is more 
money than is In circulation in the 
I'nlted States. 

Representative Sherley of Kentucky 
chairman of the House Appropria- 
tions committee, who will explain the 
bill to the House, has pruned and 
pared the estimates wherever possi- 
ble, but his policy and that of the 
other members of the committee has 
been that there would be no stinting 
the American army In Its fight against 
the Germans. 

The original army estimate, under 
the new American manpower plans, 
was $7,347,000,000, to which an addi- 
tional estimate for artillery of $1,- 
155,353,382 alone was added. 

Then the navy, which has been do- 
ing valiant service in convoying 
American troops overseas, came 
along with an estimate of its own. 
amounting to $125,000,000 and on top 
of that, the Shipping Board was 
heard from with a request for $484,- 
000,000 for more steel and wooden 
ships, as well as shipyard facilities 
that the Government might continue 
to send abroad 250,000 men, with 
their supplies, every month.

Washington, October 16 — Increased 
authority In combating epidemics 
would be granted the Public Health 
Service by Senate resolution adopted 
today by the House. The resolution 
specifically creates a sanitary reserve 
In the Public Health Service, but also 
provides for ralBlng the rank of of- 
ficers in the service and authorizes the 
President to commission physicians 
aft sanitarians, senior assistant sani- 
tarians and nsBlstant sanitarians. 

Washington, October 16 — Spanish 
influenza now haB reachod epidemic 
proportions in practically every Btate 
in the country and in only three has 
it been reported as stationary, with 
some improvement in the situation In 
Massachusetts. In pplte of all efforts 
by federal, state and local authorities, 
the disease has spread rapidly and the 
death toll has been high in most parts 
of the nation. 

In army camps the epidemic Is sub- 
siding, a further decrease in the num- 
ber of new cases being noted today at 
the office of the Surgeon General of 
the army. The total of cases reported 
was 6498, a decrease of 773 from yes- 
terday. Pneumonia cases were 1916, 
against 2523 the day before, but the 
number of deaths increased, being 889 
against 716 yesterday. 

Following a conference held In 
Bowling Green yesterday between Dr. 
John G. South, president of the Stnte 
Board of Health. Dr. J. A. McCormlck, 
secretary of the beard, and other 
members, the announcement was 
made b.v* Dr. McCormick that The in- 
fluenza quarantine in the State, ex- 
cept in a few places would not be 
lifted nor even loosened in the near 
future, because health conditions are 
worse than they ever have been dur- 
ing the epidemic. 

A telegram of Dr. McCormick's sent 
out for publication last night follows 
In part: 

"The restrictions of October 6, 
placed by the State Board of Health 
on all theaters, churches and gather- 
ings of any character in order not to 
permit a further spreading of influ- 
enza epidemic, will not be lifted or 
even loosened within the next few 
days because the health conditions, 
except in a few places are worse than 
they have been during the epidemic."

With the Mndero revolution started 
In 1911, "Don Luis" was known as the 
cattle king of Mexico. His herds num- 
bered more than 200,000 head and 
grazed on a thousand hills and plains 
of northern Mexico. His cftntes 
stretched from the Rio Grande to Chi- 
huahua City, and he could ride for 
twenty-four hours by train over his 
own acres, which then numbered more 
than a million. 

From his offices In the state capital 
Uen. Terrains governed tills vast cat- 
tle empire, conducted a bank and 
many other industries connected with 
his cattle business. He nnd his Inrge 
family lived in luxury In n marble 
palace on the Aalnmndu or at Quints 
Carolina, his summer home on tho 
plains. Train after train of cattle nr- 
rlvcd nt the border from the Terra zas 
ranches. 

His annual export averaged 16,000 
head, and the "T-llunnlng-S" brand 
was as well known at the Chicago. 
Kansas City, and Forth Worth stock- 
yards as it was in Mexico. The Ter- 
razas holdings were estimated to he 
worth 15,000,000, but were not for sale 
at any price. 

Now (Jen. Tcrranzas nnd his family 
live in a rented house on (Joldcn hill 
He rides to but office In an old auto- 
mobile, and buys hih groceries from h 
ash and caSry store. 

The revolutionists under Modero. 
Orozco. and other leaders killed the 
Terrazas cnttle for food, burner his 
ranch buildings, and looted his store 
and warehouses.
